GHRORGH ALFRED 1 RENHOLM. 


The Charleston papers announce the 
death of this distinguished merchant 
and statesmaa. His father and grand- 
father were merchants in Charleston ; 
but the father died before the son was 
fifteen years old, leaving his family 
without means. The son was, there 
fore,a self-made man. He began at 
the foot of the mercantile ladder, and 
his success was complete. Mis house 
had no superior in the south, and com- 
mercial trusts were showered upon 
him. 

He was never a politician, and yet be 
was repeatedly elected to the leyisla- 
ture. During the war his supreme 
purposé was to advance the confederate 
cause. It was through his firm that 
the Confederacy, in its earlier 
days, obtained indispensible sup- 
plies. In July, 1864, he became 
secretary of the treasury of the Confed- 
erate states. He reluctantly accepted 
the position, but when he did accept he 
held on until arter the evacuation of 
Richmond. In 1874 he was elected to the 
legislature from Gharleston county. 
His labors in the session of 1874-75, 
coupled with the rigors of the seasen, 
led to his fatal illness. It may almost 
be said, says the News and Courier 
that he died in the public service, fur 
the term for which he was elected ex- 
pired orily a few weeks ago. 


Tue value of the large democratic 
majority in the house is now manifest.

This was an action brought by the 
plaintiff against the defendants on a 
guardian’s bond, alleging as a breach 
thereuf, the mismanagement of the 
Ward’s estate by the guardian, who 
was appointed in December, 1858. The 
defendants pleaded the statute of limi- 
tations of 1869 in bar of the plaintiffs 
right to recover. The plaintiff insisted 
that she was not barred, because the de- 
fendant, as ber guardian, had acted 
fraudulently and corruptly in the man- 
ayement of her estate, entrusted to him 
as her guardian; that he deceived her 
by telliag her, in 1865, that heShad in- 
vested $1,500.00 of ber money in bis 
hands in confederate bonds, when such 
investment was never made, and that 
she did not discover such deception 
until the year 1873. On the trial of the 
case, the jury, under the charge of the 
court, found a verdict in favor of the 
defendants. The plaintiff made a motion 
fora newtrnal on the various grounds 
therein stated, which was overruled by 
the court, and the plaintiff excepted. 

The main question in the case was 
whether the plaintiff's right to recoyer 
was bound by the act of 1869. The 
plaintiff's right of action was clearly 
bound by that act, unless the evidence 
showed that the defendant had acted 
fraudulently and corruptly in the man- 
a-ement of the ti ust es‘a e ingois hands 
[nat question was fairly suomiited to 
the jury under the charge of the court, 
and they found @ verdict in favor of 
the defendant. ‘The question of fraud 
or no traud,on the part of the defendant, 
in the management of the trust estate 
a4 guardian, wae a question for the jury 
under the evidence, and they having 
found that issue in favor of the defend- 
ant, we wil not wterfere to disturb 
their verdict, the mere especially, as 
the presiding judge, before whom the 
ease was tried, was satisfied with it.

The 
bail required in actions of trover for 
the recovery of personal property, un- 
der the provisions of that siatute and 
the proceedings authorized by it, cain- 
not in any legal sense be considered as 
an imprisonment for debt. If one man 
obtains the possession Of the personal 
property of another by fraud or vio- 
lence, or having possession of it, and 
there 18 reason to apprehend that it 
will be eloigned, or moved away, or 
will not be forthcoming to answer the 
judgment that may be made in the 
vase, there would seem to be no good 
reason why he should not be proceed- 
ed against, and be required to comply 
with the terms of the statute made and 
provided for such cases, and ifthe de- 
fendant should be imprisoned in ac- 
rcordance with the terms of the statuta, 
on his failure to comply therewith, he 
cannot be said to have been impri:- 
oned for debt. The theorv Of 
the statute is to prevent the taking 
peesession of personal property by 
fraad or violence, and the:eby preven’ 
the true ower thereof from recove: ing 
it, and also to prevent a breach of the 
peace 1n attempting te do so, by requir. 
ing the defendant to enter into are. 
cognizance, with security; for the forth- 
coming of the property to answer the 
judgment in the case, and if the de- 
teudant fai's to give such security, the: 
itis made the duty of the sheriff, or 
other lawful officer, to seize the proper- 
ty and deliver it over to the plaintiff, 
upon his entering into like recegni 
zance, with security, and if the prop- 
erty is not to be found, and cannot be 
seized by the sheriff, or other lawful 
officer, the defendant shall be commit- 
ted to jail, to be kept in sate and close 
custody, until the said personal prop- 
erty shall be produced, or until he 
shall enter into bond, with good secu- 
rity, for the eventual condemnation 
money. In the case now before us, the 
defendant failed to enter into a 1ecog- 
nizance, with securit’, for the forthcom- 
ing of the property, as required by the 
statute, and the property sned for wae 
not to be found, so that it could 
be seized by the 
and = delivered over to the 
plaintiff, and the sheriff, in obedience 
to the express mandate of the statute, 
committed the defendant to jail, where 
the statute declares that he shall be 
kept in safe and close custody until the 
personal property sued for shall be pro- 
duced, or until he shall enter into bond, 
with good security, for the eventual 
condemnation money. The defendant 
not having produced the property, por 
offered to enter into bond, with g o 
security, fer tre eventual condemnation 
money, the court remanded the de- 
fendant to jail. The defendant offered 
to prove at the hearing his inability to 
produce the property sued for, and the 
question is, if he had been allowed t» 
do so by the court, whether proof of 
that fact wou'd have authorized his 
discharge, in view of the provisions o/ 
the statute? The inability of the de 
fendant to produce the property is not 
made by the statute one of the grounds 
for the defendant’s discharge; he may 
have sold the property and put the 
m-ney in his pocket, and thus have 
placed it out of his power to produce it. 
The production of the property, 
or entering into bond, _ with 
goed security, for the eventual 
condemnation money, are the oaly 
terms prescribed by the statute upon 
which the court was authorized to dis- 
charge the defendant from custody. It 
is not the business of the courts to 
make the law, but to enfor'e the law 
as itis prestribed by the supreme pow- 
er of the state, which, in our judgment, 
the court below has done in this case. 
The 4023rd section of the Code de 
clares that no person shall be dis 
charged, upon the hearing of a writ ot 
habeas corpus, when it appears that the 
detention is authorized Bg Let 
the judgment of the court below be af. 
firmed. |

1. A subscriber to shares in a corpo- 
ration contracts with reference to the 
charter; and the number of shares to 
be subscribed, or the whole capital 
stock necessary to do the contemplated 
Qusivess, Constitutes an im portant ele- 
ment in the contract. A man might 
agree to make one of ten to raise one 
thousand dollars, and still might refuse 
to be one of ten to raise five hundred. 
The latter sum might, in his judgment, 
be wholly inadequate to accomplish the 
purpose of his subscription, aud to sub- 
scribe in such a case would be to throw 
away his money. 

2. If the sum fixed by the charter 
had been subscr:bed, and yet subscrip- 
tions had been released so as to reduce 
the capital largely and materially 
without the consent of 
the subscriber, the effect 
would be the same as if the stock re- 
leased had never been subscribed. A 
mere nominal subscription,to fu: fill the 
letter and break the spirit uf the con- 
tract,is no substantial compliance with 
the charter, and when released. be- 
cause it was nominal, it becomes equiv: 
alent to no subscription ab initio. 

Whether an amendment to a 
charter be material or not is a a 
of law for the court, and should not be 
lett to the jury; but when its evident 
purpose is to legalize previous illegal 
proceedings, and its effect is to reduce 
the capiial stock at the option ol the 

‘corporation, and the verdict isin favor

this court will not interfere.

It 
was noticed that all the speakers from 
the south opposed any attempt at im- 
asc mg One of the most effective 
cbes oj the caucus was-made by 
ouse, of ‘lennessee. He spoke of the 
uliar position of the southern mem- 
rs in the house. Hesaid that they 
came to Washington with the brand of 
hatred stamped upon their foreheads 
and the shackles oi political prejudices 
upon their feet. It was not for tnem io 
be prominent in advocating any policy 
that couid be placed by malicious con- 
struction in the category of work of 
spite or revenge. He was against ais- 
ing any issue of impeachment that 
wou'd cloud this great issue of who is 
our next president. That will re- 
' quire the entire timeand patrivtisia 
vl congress to properly settle. Bep 
Hill also made a speech in the same 
view. He wanted a conservative ac- 
tion and well-matured plans. He did 
not think Granta man who wilfully 
plotted to revolutionize our republican 
lnostitutions. Mr. Hill was the first one 
Lo propose that the resolution of in- 
quiry before the cancus constructively 
looking toward an impeachment shculd 
be voted down till at least the investi- 
ating committees visiting Suuth Caro- 
ina, Florida, and Louisiana should 
have time to report. It was agreed 
finally that Mr. Lamar, chairman of 
ten, towhom should be referred all 
questions or propositions bear‘ng 
upon the _ presidential muddle 
that may come up betore the 
caucus. In the many _ speeches 
that were made to-day; few were of an 
inflammatory claracter. Mills, of 
Texas, an orator of more than ordinary 
spread-eagle tendencies, took a flight 
of some ten minutes, during which he 
spoke of the heel of the despot upon 
the neck of groaning millions, the usur- 
pations of republican institutions, and 
in a very wild parade of partisan folly, 
that only amused his hearers. It was 
a surprise to some that Randall strongly 
advocated impeachment, but it failed 
to capry witl it the conservative ele- 
ment of the cancus. Carter Harrison, 
of Chicago, mute a brief speech, in 
which he said he thought it no time at 
present to take upthe questiun of im- 
peachment, in view of ihe greater is- 
sues pending. One of tne best speeches 
made in the caucus was by John 
Young Brown. He said thatin all this 
election excitement the democrats had 
acted peacefally and {inside the law, 
and that he counseled continued for- 
bearance. He concluded by saying : 
“Let us emulate Hampton’s example. 
Let us stand by our constitutional 
rights. Let us*ppeal to the people to 
do justice to us, to assist in the great 
work we have on hand. If we pursue 
this course we will succeed. Mr Til- 
den _ will be inaugurated president of 
the United states, and then the rights 
of the people and the integrity of the 
government rnd perpetuity of civil lib- 
erty in thie country will be assnred.” 
It is not possible, in the present ‘temper 
of the demoeratie majority, to secure 
an endorsement of au attempt to im- 
peach. With the exception of Mills, 
the southern members are solid against 
it. A résolution of inguiry lovking to 
a final resolution of censure could be 
carried
